LONDOK,  Nov.  25.— What  is  feared  to  be  the  last  soriip  ill  tlie 
rffort  to  hrinp  peace  to  Ireland  was  fnacted  today,  when  i'rime 
Mmibtcr  Lloyd  George  and  Sir  Jame«  Craig  met  in  the  former's 
official  retidCttce  in  Downing  Street,  where  the  Imperial  Premier 
told  r]^r  liead  of  the  Northern  Government  that  Sinn  Fein  Ireland 
had  not  consented  to  own  alleji^^ance  to  the  Kinp,  a  prereqtf|fH#  to 
Ulster's  agreement  to  enter  into  an  all-Ireland  parliament. 

The  Sinn  Fein  delegates  are  conuilting  with  members  of  the 
CaMnet  in  Dobllil  on  the  tlras  broi«ht  abottt,  ^Ue  Sff  )bmes 
packed  his  hag  and  returned  to  Belfast,  where  he  will  report  to  hit 
parliament  next  Tuesday,  and  possibly  disclose  the  cause  of  the 
virtual  breakdown  of  the  Irish  negotiations.  The  official  corres- 
IMMdaace  that  has  passed  between  the  various  delegations  also  may 
be  published  at  the  same  time  in  Londcm. 

Week-end  efforts,  meanwhile,  will  be  made  by  pcaceioakers  in 
an  attempt  to  persuade  the  Sinn  Fein  to  modify  its  attitude  on  the 
question  of  allegiance  to  the  King.  The  Dail  Kirean  members 
have  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Irish  republic,  and  thus  far 
they  have  refused  to  subttitnte  lor  H  recofmtk>a,  wHhm  Ireland,  of 
King  George.  The  furthest  concession  from  the  Sinn  Fein  has  been 
their  willinpness  to  recognize  the  King  as  the  formal  president  of 
the  community  of  free  nations  which  Ireland  nii^^ht  choose  volun- 
tarily to  johi.  btit  even  this  was  not  definitely  promised.

At  a  incotlng  of  the  unemployed 
>eBtrrday  aftornooo  In  tho  O  IW. 
ll.ill  on  J<-ihn»ori  S\r>-'-'  'h.  \'iMMri;i 
and  IilHtrict  Unemployed  Council  was 
formed,  and  a  daeialon  reached  to 
hold  a  larger,  more  repreaantatlve 
nteetlng  nest  week  for  the  purpoae 
of  tafcliMr  aetloa  to  Imprem  upon  the 
authorltiea  tha  uaceaalty  of  providing 
relief  In  some  form  for  thoaa  with- 
out work. 

The  meeting,  which  waa  advertised 
by  vlgna  In  the  tlovernment  Employ- 
ment Bureau,  and  on  the  comer  of 
Vatea  and  Oovemment  Btreeta,  and 
>>y  w^4  of  mouth,  waa  attended  by 
unemployed  men  probably  to  the 
number  of  about  one  hundred.  A 
provisional  commit  toe  was  formed  for 
the  purpose  of  .-trranKliig  a  big  mass 
meetlitg  of  unomployed. 

A  reaolutlon  was  psKsed  stating  that 
meetinga  of  the  unemployed  should 
be  held  during  working  daya  In  work- 
ing hours  In  order  to  prevent  the 
men  with  Jobs  from  partlrlp«iting,  as 
It  waa  felt  that  the  intereaLa  of  the 
rnipln>o)|  uero  Homewhat  oppoaed  to 
tlioiH*  Without  work. 

It  waa  decided  that  bh  there  waa 
no  money  available  a-ith  which  to 
hire  a  hall,  that  the  Qovemmant  be 
naked  to  allow  the  uae  of  the  Old 
prill  Half  for  the  iQaaa  meeting.  If 
thla  eot^d  not  be  secured,  then  the 
committee  was  to  look  elsewhere.  Tlie 
quoHtlon  then  nroMo  to  whiro  ih- 
nioellnjf  would  he  hold  If  no  hall 
l  ould  lie  proi'ured.  It  w«x  poiiiied  out 
that  inoetlngN  could  not  ho  hold  on 
the  public  i%treota  or  In  public  parka. 
Speakers  declared  theroselvea  vehem- 
ently UM  opposed  to  thla,  and  one  ip- 
timated  that  if  permiaaion  of  the  au- 
thorltiea to  hold  a  meeting  "benefit  h 
God's  blue  sky"  were  refused,  thou 
the  men  should  gather  In  spite  of 
the  Ul*.

"Hie  He'll  ot  w;ir  is  alw:iys  p;ived  with  proposals  tor  disaniiameiit,"  remarked  :i  cynical 
Cjermaii  admiral  when  ^bked  his  opinion  of  the  Hardin,8:-Hughes  plan  for  the  leduclion  of 
navies.  Through  the  ^orid-wide  chorus  of  acclaim  that  ^^reets  America's  proposal  to  join  with 
Great  Britain  and  Japan  to  scrap  nearly  two  million  tons  of  battleships  and  to  build  no  more  for 
ten  \cMr^  snmid  n,  il  discordant  voices  that  ran^je  from  the  cynicism  of  the  German  expert 
in  Berlin  lo  the  relu^t.ini  skepticism  of  certain  sincer-e  friends  of  disarmament,  whose  only  fear  is 
that  our  Government's  revoUitionary  proRjramme  is  not  drastic  enoiij^h. 

Naval  disarmament  will  not  insure  peace,  asserts  Arthur  Brisbane,  in  the  New  "i'ork  .Vmer- 
ican,  because  "all  Europe  and  all  civilization  outside  of  America  can  be  wiped  out  from  Russia 
or  Asia  with  never  a  man  or  gun  used  afloat."  The  New  York  Call  also  "declines  to  share  in  the

nient  that  followed  the  'war  to  end  war.'  "

maat.  In  fact,  had  Incrpased  the  ex 
emptlon  list,  and  this  had  rcKuU^d 
In  wholesale  frauda  being  r'crp<>t rated. 
The  Borden  (•nvernmenl  Hubnequent- 
ly  annulled  many  of  the  Laurler  or- 
ders-ln-oouncll  making  it  eaakr  far 
Cbin^aa  to  enter  Canada.
